U.S.  Export  Sales  Highlights 

This  sunnary  is  based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  June  3-9,  1988. 


Wheat:  Sales  of  283,700  metric  tons  (MT)  fell  57  percent  from  the  prior  week's  level.  The  major 
Increases  were  reported  for  unknown  destinations  (136,300  MT),  Tunisia  (71,900  MT),  and  Japan  (61,900 
MT).  Exports  of  835,800  MT  were  9  percent  higher  than  the  week  earlier,  but  9  percent  lower  than  the 
4-week  average.  China  (254,600  MT),  the  USSR  (186,700  MT),  and  India  (90,300  MT)  were  the  primary 
destinations. 

Corn:  Combined  sales  of  1,559,600  MT--823,200  MT  for  the  current  marketing  year  and  736,400  MT  for 
T9BF/89--were  three  and  one-half  times  the  previous  week  and  two  and  one-quarter  times  the  4-week 
average.  Japan  was  the  major  buyer,  with  purchases  of  545,800  MT  for  this  year  and  736,400  MT  for 
next  year.  Exports  of  1,000,900  MT  were  one-quarter  over  the  week  earlier  and  about  equal  to  the 
4-week  average.  Japan  (376,900  MT)  was  the  leading  destination,  followed  by  Spain  (135,100  MT), 

Taiwan  (110,600  MT),  and  South  Korea  (88,500  MT). 

Barley:  Sales  of  212,600  MT  were  two  and  one-fifth  times  the  preceding  week's  level.  Saudi  Arabia 
(200,000  MT)  was  the  major  buyer.  Exports  of  66,300  MT  were  13  percent  below  the  prior  week,  but 
31  percent  above  the  4-week  average.  Algeria  (37,900  MT)  and  Israel  (28,400  MT)  were  the  week's 
destinations. 

Sorghum:  Combined  sales  of  204,700  MT--47,300  MT  for  the  current  marketing  year  and  157,400  MT  for 
1 988/89— were  two  and  one-third  times  the  previous  week  and  double  the  4-week  average.  Activity  for 
the  current  year  included  increases  for  unknown  destinations  (46,700  MT),  Venezuela  (36,000  MT),  and 
Israel  (28,200  MT)  and  decreases  for  East  Germany  (50,000  MT)  and  Japan  (16,800  MT).  Sales  for 
delivery  in  1988/89  were  all  to  Japan  (157,400  MT).  Exports  of  144,000  MT  were  46  percent  over  the 
prior  week  and  29  percent  above  the  4-week  average.  Japan  (57,300  MT),  Israel  (37,300  MT),  and 
Venezuela  (31,700  MT)  were  the  principal  destinations. 

Rice:  Net  sales  of  27,900  MT  were  primarily  due  to  20,000  MT  for  Jordan,  switched  from  optional 
origin  to  U.S.  origin.  Optional  origin  sales  of  15,000  MT  for  delivery  to  Jordan  during  the  1988/89 
marketing  year  were  also  reported  this  week.  Exports  of  51,400  MT  were  up  one-quarter  from  the 
previous  week  and  one-third  from  the  4-week  average.  The  Philippines  (34,700  MT)  and  Jamaica  (12,500 
MT)  were  the  major  destinations. 

Soybeans :  Sales  of  305,700  MT  were  more  than  double  the  previous  week's  level  and  42  percent  above 
the  4 -week  average.  Japan  (143,800  MT)  was  the  primary  destination,  followed  by  Spain  (59,500  MT), 
and  unknown  destinations  (37,300  MT).  Shipments  of  350,800  MT  were  38  percent  above  the  previous  week 
and  two-thirds  above  the  4-week  average.  The  major  recipients  were  Japan  (102,500  MT),  Spain  (59,500 
MT),  Taiwan  (56,700  MT),  and  Mexico  (48,600  MT). 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal:  Sales  activity  of  71,800  MT  recovered  from  the  marketing-year  low  of  the  prior 
week  and  was  one-half  above  the  4-week  average.  The  major  purchasers  were  the  Netherlands  (16,100 

MT),  Canada  (15,500  MT),  and  Italy  (14,200  MT).  Exports  of  94,000  MT  were  up  nearly  one-half  from  the 

previous  week,  but  one-quarter  below  the  4-week  average.  Canada  (42,300  MT),  Italy  (22,700  MT),  and 
Peru  (14,300  MT)  were  the  main  destinations. 

Soybean  Oil:  Sales  of  5,000  MT  were  to  Morocco  (3,000  MT)  and  France  (2,000  MT).  There  were  no 
shi pments. 

Cotton:  Combined  sales  activity  of  94,700  running  bales  (RB)--14,200  RB  for  the  current  marketing 
year  and  80,500  RB  for  1988/89--fen  39  percent  below  the  level  of  the  previous  week,  but  exceeded  the 
4-week  average  by  31  percent.  Current  year  purchases  by  Mexico  (15,100  RB)  and  Japan  (10,700  RB)  were 
partially  offset  by  net  reductions  to  numerous  destinations.  Major  purchasers  for  1988/89  were  Japan 
(56,000  RB),  South  Korea  (9,400  R6),  and  Greece  (5,500  RB).  Exports  of  160,200  RB  exceeded  the  prior 
week  by  two- thirds  and  the  4-week  average  by  one-half.  Asian  destinations  accounted  for  53  percent  of 

the  week's  shipments;  African,  29  percent;  West  European,  10  percent;  East  European,  5  percent;  and 

Western  Hemisphere,  3  percent.  American  Pima  sales  were  1,300  RB  for  1987/88  and  9,700  RB  for 
1988/89.  The  major  1988/89  buyers  were  Japan  (4,300  RB),  West  Germany  (2,700  RB),  and  South  Korea 
U,400  RB).  The  primary  recipients  of  the  week's  shipments  of  3,200  RB  were  Japan  (1,600  RB)  and 
Yugoslavia  (700  RB) . 

Hides  and  Skins:  Sales  of  552,800  pieces  were  16  percent  above  the  preceding  week's  level  and  equaled 
the  4-week  average.  Whole  cattle  hide  sales  of  510,100  pieces  were  principally  to  Japan  (162,200 
pieces).  South  Korea  (148,200  pieces),  Taiwan  (72,500  pieces),  and  Mexico  (56,300  pieces).  Exports  of 
456,300  pieces  were  up  one-quarter  from  the  week  earlier  and  8  percent  higher  than  the  4-week 
average.  Whole  cattle  hide  shipments  of  419,400  pieces  were  destined  primarily  for  South  Korea 
(190,500  pieces),  Japan  (107,700  pieces),  and  Taiwan  (66,300  pieces). 

Sales  of  wet  blues  (mainly  unsplit)  were  72,900  hides--up  13  percent  from  the  prior  week  and  57 
percent  above  the  4-week  average.  China  (25,000  hides)  and  Japan  (10,200  hides)  were  the  major  buyers 
of  unsplit  wet  blues,  while  Portugal  (9,000  hides)  and  Brazil  (8,100  hides)  were  the  major  buyers  of 
grain  split  wet  blues.  Exports  of  40,700  hides  were  two  and  one-fifth  times  the  previous  week  and 
one-half  higher  than  the  4-week  average.  Japan  (15,500  hides)  and  Italy  (12,400  hides)  were  the 
primary  destinations  for  unsplit  wet  blue  hides.  Sales  of  splits  totaled  852,900  pounds— up  one-half 
from  the  preceding  week,  but  down  9  percent  from  the  4-week  average.  South  Korea  (532,000  pounds)  and 
Taiwan  (228,400  pounds)  were  the  main  buyers.  The  export  pace  accelerated  to  1,020,900  pounds,  more 
than  double  the  week  earlier  and  the  4-week  average.  South  Korea  (532,000  pounds)  was  the  leading 
recipient,  followed  by  Taiwan  (196,400  pounds)  and  Mexico  (139,600  pounds).
